for on results lu Cnllfornla depends 
notion by these states. 


Tlift new bird farm Is supported by 


the alnto treasury and Is under super- 
vision oC thu Ntato ll«h nnd gnmo com- 
mission. It now consists ot forty-two 
iicres, but It soon will be Increased to 
100 acres to permit of Hie breeding In 
n untura! utato of the smaller birds.

The 
young birds will be distributed over 
the state as evenly n.t possible lu 
bunches of fifty nnd 100. 


The pheasants for breeding were all 


Imported from l^urope. Tho wild tur-

Tin- females lay cprgs promiscuously in 
Iho pens, nnd the eggs nro gathered by 
tho kcei>cr and plnced under common 
hens for hatching, ot which the fnrm 
hns a Bock of 223 of tho Whlto and 
Marred Plymouth Rock strains. 


The chicKs are nllovicd to run with 


tbclr foster mothers for two months 
Then they nro plnced In pens by them- 
Htlvw until ready to bo liberated.

"Xovvhero In the unlvorso do we find 


n more Interesting law of balance than 
formerly existed In tlio lives of Insects 
nnd wild blids. Insects nro Justly re- 
garded everywhere as the enemies of 
agriculture. So long ns nature held un- 
disputed away our friends kept our 
enemies In died;. Hut In the destruc- 
tion of thu home* ot wild birds, tlio for- 
est, tlio harmony of nature has been 
undermined nnd the balance destroyed. 
Wild birds inre dccrcaslug to nil alarm- 
ing extent lu every part of; tho United 
States. Injurious Insects nro therefore 
on tho Increase In a similar ratio. So 
striking hns been the Increase of In- 
sect depredations of late years that tho 
appeal of the farmers everywhere for 
relief la constantly on thu Increase."
